V2  Ojjg  Chairmairis  report 

The  chairman  Ranked  the  membership  tor  their  continuing  support  and  enthusiasm  irt  what  had 
been  a  successful  year.  The  evening  talks  had  been  well  attended  and  this  summer  s  activities  had 
proved  popular  with  over  20  at  two  of  the  events.  Membership  is  steady  at  around  60  members 
Tiie  members  of  the  committee  were  thanked  for  their  support  and  Liz  Hawkins  for  her  work  as 
membership  secretary  (a  non-com inittee  role). 

He  mentioned  that  the  Kirkland  project  had  bad  io  be  abandoned  as  permission  was  not  given  for 
a  small  scale  excavation  on  the  site  however  there  was  a  possibility'  of  field  work  on  Brackenbet 
Moor. 

The  highlight  of  the  year  had  been  the  Conference  in  September  The  calibre  of  the  speakers  and 
the  local  interest  had  ensured  that  it  was  well  attended  with  over  70  delegates.  The  conference 
papers  were  now  available,  in  booklet  form  or  as  a  CD,  thorn  Harry  Hawkins 

3/2008  Secretary 11  s  Report 

The  secretary  outlined  the  activities  of  200 7. There  had  been  seven  talks  over  the  season  and  a 
day  Conference  in  October  The  year  started  with  the  Members  Evening  when  Martin 
Joyce  spoke  on  the  Wells  of  Eden  and  Anne  Bed  described  a  Walk  along  (he  Wall. 

The  subjects  of  the  other  talks  covered  1 9th  and  early  20rh  century  industry  in  Cumbria, 
the  early  medieval  period  in  Cumbria  and  the  excavations  at  Heron  Bridge.  In  the 
autumn  there  was  a  return  to  the  Romans  with  a  talk  on  recent  excavations  at  Mary  port 
and  in  February  a  personal  account  of  the  ongoing  work  at  Vmdolanda  from  Andrew 
Birley. 

There  were  three  summer  events.  In  May  Martin  Rail  ton  led  a  walk  on  Brack  enber  Moor 
to  see  the  potential  for  Held  work  In  June  an  afternoon  was  spent  at  Trelkcld  Mining 
Museum  with  a  visit  to  the  adjacent  Iron  Age  Settlement  followed  in  July  by  a  visit  to 


Whitely  Castle  Roman  Fort  when  local  historian  Andrew  Robertson  look  us  on  a  walk 
round  the  site. 

The  Committee  met  quarterly  to  plan  programmes  and  to  monitor  the  finances.  One  of 
the  principle  activities  ibis  year  was  the  organisation  of  the  Conferenee. 

Nic  Bisset,  who  died  in  tragic  circumstance  this  autumn,  had  resigned  from  the 
committee  in  February.  Her  contribution  to  the  group  will  be  missed.

06/2008  Rrakcnber  Moor 

Martin  Railton  outlined  the  fieldwork  that  had  been  done  in  2007.  Rrackenber  Moor  has  a 
number  of  potential  sites  for  investigation  dating  from  the  Bronze  Age  to  more  recent  military 
training  sites.  In  Juty^ North  Petuunes  Archaeology  had  supported  three  training  days  on 
surveying  techniques  on  the  site  known  as  the  '  Druidkal  Judgment  Sear.  Martin  had  sent  a 
report  on  the  findings  to  English  Heritage,  Cumbria  County  Council,  Historic  Environment 
Record  and  the  Oasis  Project.  1  ie  felt  that  the  investigations  should  be  pursued  and  he  asked  i f  the 
group  would  support  this  Those  present  gave  their  approval  to  proceed.  Margaret  Albon  asked  if 
there  would  be  further  training  available  Martin  said  that  he  thought  that  further  training  would 
be  needed.
